They were hoping for a 
handful of long-guns, a 
few dozen pistols and sev¬ 
eral boxes of bullets. 

But when the dust set¬ 
tled on the Pixels for Pis¬ 
tols gun amnesty program 
this week, Halifax Region¬ 
al Police found themselves 
standing in a room filled 
with more than 1,000 
firearms and 10,000 
rounds of ammunition. 

“This was an eye-open¬ 
ing experience,” Const. 
Don Jenkins told reporters 
Thursday as he sat behind 
a table piled high with 
sawed-off shotguns, re¬ 
volvers and handguns of

various shapes, sizes and 
calibres. 

Jenkins, a 26-year veter¬ 
an of the police force, 
spent the last month driv¬ 
ing around the municipali¬ 
ty picking up firearms and 
ammunition from resi¬ 
dents and exchanging 
them for a digital camera 
and gift card from Heniy’s 
Camera in Halifax. 

“Some people wanted to 
eliminate the chance of a 
youngster getting their

hands on a gun,” Jenkins 
said. “In other cases, peo¬ 
ple just don’t want them, 
they don’t need them, and 
they don’t use them. And 
they took advantage of a 
golden opportunity to pass 
them in to us.” 

HRM ran a gun amnesty 
program once before in 
2006, but that initiative 
netted only 50 firearms, 
said Jenkins. The idea to 
throw in the extra incen¬ 
tive of a digital camera 


came from a small group 
of citizens who had heard 
about the success of a simi¬ 
lar initiative in Toronto. 
One of those people, David 
Sparks, attended Thurs¬ 
day’s press conference and 
said he was “elated” by the 
response in Halifax. 

“I felt that I had a moral 
obligation as a citizen to 
speak to the powers that 
be to attempt to address 
the (gun violence) prob¬ 
lem,” he said. “I’m just 
thrilled with the results.” 

More than half of the 
guns collected were unreg¬ 
istered, said Jenkins, and 
will be destroyed after 
they are processed to de¬ 
termine if they were ever 
used in a crime.

politics In a surprisingly 
undiplomatic rebuke, 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper was publicly chided 
at a traditional Chinese 
welcoming ceremony 
Thursday for taking too 
long to visit the country. 

The subtle but pointed 
rebuke came as the prime 
minister and his Chinese 
counterpart, Wen Jiabao, 
sat at a large oval table for 
talks following a military 
welcome at the cavernous 
Great Hall of the People. 

With television cameras 
rolling, Wen noted that he 
and Harper had yet to meet 
and that no Canadian 
prime minister had visited 
China in five 
years. 

He also re¬ 
minded the 
prime minis¬ 
ter that Chi¬ 
nese media 
was full of 
stories about 
the lack of 
attention 
paid to Chi¬ 
na by his government since 
being elected in 2006. 

“Five years is too long a 
time... and that’s why 
there were comments in 
the media that your visit 
should have taken place 
earlier,” Wen said through 
an interpreter. 

An hour earlier, 

President Hu Jintao twice 
emphasized that this was 
Harper’s first visit at their 
private meeting. 

However, the prime min¬ 
ister did not let the 
comments slip by without a 
response. He pointed out 
that it had also been five 
years since the Chinese 
leadership had stepped foot 
in Canada.

A survey released Thurs¬ 
day by Halifax-based Cor¬ 
porate Research Associates 
Inc. says nearly two thirds 
— 63 per cent — are most¬

Whether it was manufac¬ 
tured last month or 250 
years ago, Supt. Don 
Spicer says every gun has 
its own unique story. 

HRM’s public safety offi¬ 
cer, who helped organize 
last month’s Pixels for Pis¬ 
tols gun amnesty program 
in Halifax, said officers 
heard some pretty interest¬ 
ing tales as they went 
around collecting the hun¬ 
dreds of firearms turned 
over by the public in ex¬ 
change for a new digital 
camera. 

“In many cases, we 
found that the guns were 
handed down from genera¬ 
tion to generation, and the 
current generation didn’t 
have any interest in keep¬ 
ing them,” Spicer said. 
“There were some that had 
some pretty important his¬ 
torical significance.” 

Among the most inter¬ 
esting firearms was a re¬ 
volver obtained by a Cana¬ 
dian soldier at the Battle of 
Dieppe during the Second 
World War. 

“There were approxi¬ 
mately 100 United States 
Rangers that landed on the 
beach at the same time ... 
and they were cracking 
open these crates of re¬ 
volvers and saying, ‘Help 
yourselves, boys,”’ ex¬ 
plained Const. Don Jenk¬ 
ins, who was actively in¬ 
volved with the amnesty 
program.

“The people (who hand¬ 
ed the guns in) simply 
wanted them to have a bet¬ 
ter home where people 
could appreciate them,” 
Jenkins said. “It’s the ex¬ 
ploits of the Canadians at 
the time and how they ac¬ 
quired (the gun) that make 
what may be a common¬ 
place firearm one of signif¬ 
icance.”

Valade was walking 
through a parking lot at 6 
Primrose St. around 9 p.m. 
on Dec. 3, 2008, when a 
truck suddenly pulled 
away from its parking 
space — hitting the 35- 
year-old before turning 
right onto Victoria Road 
and speeding away. 

“We’re not sure if the 
driver is even aware he hit 
her,” said Halifax Regional 
police spokesman Brian 
Palmeter. “We’ve spoken 
to a number of people over 
the past year who have 
provided some informa¬ 
tion, but we’ve still been 


unable to identify the 
truck.” 

The vehicle was de¬ 
scribed by witnesses as a 
white tractor trailer (cab 
only) with a protective 
chrome grill on the front. 

Police are asking anyone 
with information about 
the incident who hasn’t al¬ 
ready spoken to them to 
call 490-5016. Tips can also 
be registered anonymously 
through Crime Stoppers at 
1-800-222-8477. 

“We want to determine 
if this was an accident or if 
there was anything more 
to it,” Palmeter said. “We 
want to provide closure for 
the family.”

anniversary Halifax will 
again commemorate the 
Halifax Explosion at Fort 
Needham Hill on Sunday. 

Dec. 6 will mark the 
92 nd anniversary of the 
disaster that rocked Hali¬ 
fax in 1917. 

The event will begin at 
8:50 a.m. — the moment 
the SS Imo and the SS 
Mont Blanc collided to 
cause an explosion bring¬ 
ing Halifax and surround¬ 
ing communities to rubble. 

The event will open with 


remarks from Mayor Peter 
Kelly, followed by a recog¬ 
nition of survivors by Janet 
Kitz. The laying of wreaths 
and the traditional playing 
of bells by Hugh Creighton 
will symbolize the tragic 
day. 

A reception at the Need¬ 
ham Recreation Centre 
will follow the ceremony, 
serving warm beverages to 
the soundtrack of a brass 
quartet. 

The explosion killed 
more than 2,000 people 


and injured about 9,000.

H1N1 'frustrating’

Nova Scotia’s chief public 
health officer is frustrated 
by misinformation on the 
Internet about H1N1. 

Dr. Robert Strang said 
Thursday websites such as 
YouTube allow anyone to 
pose as an expert and it can 
be confusing when you’re 
simply looking for answers 
to questions. 

“While it’s good for peo¬ 
ple to have questions about 
H1N1 so they can make in¬ 
formed decisions, it’s also 
important to be careful 
about what you deem as 
credible sources of informa¬ 
tion,” he said in a release. 

“Are you going to trust in¬ 
formation from an anony¬ 
mous source on the Inter¬ 
net, or well-documented sci¬ 
entific information backed 
by research?” 

Strang said he’s been 
hearing concerns from peo¬ 
ple about the possibility of 
getting Guillain-Barre syn¬ 
drome — a neurological 
condition that causes 
numbness in toes and fin¬ 
gers — from the swine flu 
vaccine. 

He said a link between 
the disorder and influenza 
immunization hasn’t been 
fully proven. 

“Even if there is a link, 
the risk of contracting GBS 
after getting the influenza 
vaccine is, at most, one ad¬ 
ditional GBS case for eveiy 
one million doses adminis¬ 
tered,” he said. 

“The fact is, people are at 
far greater risk of develop¬ 
ing GBS after getting the flu 
than after getting the vac¬ 
cine.” 

Strang said people are al¬ 
so concerned about having 


anaphylaxis, or an acute al¬ 
lergic reaction, to the shot. 

“It’s not unique to vac¬ 
cines,” he said. 

He said allergic reactions 
to the vaccine happen rap¬ 
idly and can be treated suc¬ 
cessfully at the clinic, which 
is why people receiving the 
shot are asked to stay for 15 


minutes after immuniza¬ 
tion. 

“The H1N1 vaccine is 
safe. It works,” said Strang. 
“The risks of getting severe¬ 
ly ill or dying from H1N1 
are greater than any poten¬ 
tial risks from the H1N1 
vaccine.”

Kenneth Gordon Fisher, 38, was also placed on a year's probation, truro daily news 


Province puts ban on 
gift card end dates 

Business group angry at government’s announcement

Gift cards in Nova Scotia 
will no longer have fees or 
expiry dates. 

The province announced 
a rule change Thursday 
that will ban retailers from 
placing end dates on gift 
certificates as of Feb. 1, 
2010. 

“It’s really good news for 
Nova Scotians. It’s con¬ 
sumer protection at its 
finest,” said Service Nova 
Scotia Minister Ramona 
Jennex. 

Most other provinces in 
Canada have enacted simi¬ 
lar rules. Consumer advo¬ 
cates have long decried the 
expiry dates, saying more 
consumer money evapo¬ 
rates every year as the 
cards expire. 

The impact for people 
doing their Christmas 
shopping will be immedi¬ 
ate. Any expiry dates after 
Feb. 1 for dollar value gift

cards are now null and 
void. As of February no gift 
cards will have expiry 
dates to begin with. 

Fees on using gift cards, 
such as inactivity charges, 
will also be illegal after 
Feb. 1. Customizing and re¬ 
placement fees will still be 
allowed. 

The only exception to 
the deadline is gift cards 
for services without a spe¬ 
cific value, such as a free 
meal or haircut. The expiry 
date on existing cards will 


still stand, even if they fall 
after the Feb. 1 deadline. 

“That would be because 
the retailers need to take 
until Feb. 1 to change over 
their systems,” Jennex ex¬ 
plained. 

As of Feb. 1, gift cards for 
services will also be ex¬ 
piry-date free. 

Another element of the 
rules change is all gift 
cards must now include re¬ 
strictions, limitations, re¬ 
fund policy information 
and contact information to 
be included in writing on 
the card. 

The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business 
wasn’t pleased by the an¬ 
nouncement. They sent 
out a release criticizing the 
government’s decision 

close to Christmas. 

“Business owners 

shouldn’t be expected to 
divert their attention dur¬ 
ing the holiday season to 
read-up-on, and adjust for, 
more government regula¬ 
tion,” reads the release.

When famine hit 
Canada’s north 

Sometime in late February 
1950 , a Canadian photog¬ 
rapher pulled a camera 
out of his parka, focused 
as best he could in the 
flickering lamplight inside 
an igloo, and pressed the 
shutter. 

The resulting image — 
an Inuit mother, haggard 
from hunger, fiercely 
pressing her nose and lips 
to those of her youngest 
child — has since become 
iconic. 

But the story behind 
Richard Harrington’s 
memorable print, and the 
many others he made 
around the same time, is 
less well known. 

And that’s what a show 
now on at the Winnipeg 
Art Gallery hopes to reme- 

dy- 

“It’s certainly long over¬ 
due,” said Darlene Wight, 
a curator behind the exhib¬ 
it, which runs until March. 

Harrington made six 
trips to the Arctic between 
1948 and 1953. He often 
lived with the Inuit, who 
depended on the availabili¬ 
ty of caribou. 

Harrington’s 1950 trip 
came in a year the caribou

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Irish nuns offer further 
$204M over child abuse 


A major Irish order of Ro¬ 
man Catholic nuns, the Sis¬ 
ters of Mercy, offered 
Thursday to pay child 
abuse victims, the govern¬ 
ment and charities a 
further $204 million to 
compensate for decades 
of abuse in its schools and 
orphanages. 

The compensation offer 
to the Irish Education De¬ 
partment is by far the 
largest from 18 orders of 
Catholic priests, brothers 
and nuns found guilty of 
chronic child abuse. They 
ran scores of residential 
schools, workhouses and 
orphanages for genera¬ 
tions of Ireland’s most de¬ 
prived children from the 
mid-19th century to the 
1990s. 

The Sisters of Mercy 


said in a statement it 
“wholeheartedly regrets 
the suffering experienced 
by the children in their 
care” and hoped this lat¬ 
est offer would show that 
its nuns were being “faith¬ 
ful to the values of repara¬ 
tion, reconciliation, heal¬ 
ing and responsibility.” 

A nine-year state inves¬ 
tigation in May ruled that 
all the orders permitted 
and covered up endemic 
rape, molestation, beat¬ 
ings and mental cruelty in 
their children’s institu¬ 
tions. 

The government re¬ 
sponded by demanding 
that the orders pay much 
more to help cover com¬ 
pensation payments to 
more than 14,000 abuse 
claimants worldwide.

The government con¬ 
firmed receipt of the Sis¬ 
ters of Mercy offer but de¬ 
clined further comment.

The debate has grown 
more heated since Moham¬ 
mad Tantawi, the top cler¬ 
ic at prestigious Al-Azhar 
University, banned the 
niqab in classrooms and 
dorms on the grounds that 
it “has nothing to do with 


Islam,” and that it was un¬ 
necessary since the college 
is gender-segregated. 

Meanwhile, the Health 
Ministry and religious au¬ 
thorities forbade nurses 
and preachers to wear the 
niqab. The moves have an¬ 
gered many women who 
say they cover up voluntar¬ 
ily out of religious convic¬ 
tion, and in some cases are 
penalized for it.

Mystery of HRM’s police board 



Q uick. Can you 
name the chair 
of HRM’s board 
of police com¬ 
missioners? ... 
No? OK ... Can you tell me 
what the board does? ... Did 
you even know we had po¬ 
lice commissioners? 


Perhaps that’s the prob¬ 
lem. 

According to city bylaw P- 
100, the board — six mem¬ 
bers appointed by regional 
council, one by the province 
— is supposed to “provide 
civilian governance” of the 
force. 

How well does it do that 
job? That’s hard to know 
What’s easier to say is the 
board doesn’t spend a lot of 
time on its duties. Most of 
its monthly meetings this 
year lasted less than an 
hour. The board considered 
and approved the force’s 
2009-10 budget — $72.8 mil¬ 


lion — at a meeting that 
lasted 69 minutes. The most 
recent posted minutes — 
for its Sept. 11 meeting — 
show commissioners met 
for 29 minutes. 

This entiy shows up more 
than once: “A copy of the 
HRP reports for (month) 
were before the commis¬ 
sion. As there were no ques¬ 
tions, the board accepted 
the HRP reports as informa¬ 
tion.” 

In February, commission¬ 
er Gloria McCluslcey did ask 
why a citizen’s letter “ad¬ 
dressed to the board was not 
brought before the board.” 


Chairman Russell Walker — 
the answer to our first ques¬ 
tion — explained the letter 
had actually been sent to the 
province and only copied to 
the board, so it “was then 
sent to Chief (Frank) Beazley 
for follow-up.” 

Is there a too-cosy rela¬ 
tionship between the board 
and the force it is supposed 
to manage? 

When the grandfather of 
Jason MacCullough — one 
of 48 unsolved homicide 
cases on the books — wrote 
to the justice minister last 
year complaining about the 
lack of progress in that in¬ 


vestigation, he copied his 
letter to the chief and chair 
of the police commission. 
Deputy Chief Chris McNeil 
and Walker did come to see 
him, he told me, but McNeil 
did all the talking. “Walker 
didn’t say a word.” 

I recently wrote an article 
for The Coast asking why 
Halifax has so many un¬ 
solved murders. In it, Tom 
Martin, one of Halifax’s 
most experienced and re¬ 
spective detectives, com¬ 
plained the force’s most sen¬ 
ior officers lacked on-the- 
ground experience in crimi¬ 
nal investigations. Jim 


Hoskins, another recently 
retired senior officer, wrote 
a letter to the editor sup¬ 
porting Martin’s arguments. 

Has the board of police 
commissioners invited ei¬ 
ther to meet with it to dis¬ 
cuss their concerns? I don’t 
know. I emailed the board’s 
chair a week ago, telling 
him I wanted to ask some 
questions about why Halifax 
has so many unsolved mur¬ 
ders. He hasn’t gotten back 
tome.

Why Copenhagen summit is a big deal 



You’re going to be hearing 
and reading a lot about 
Copenhagen in the next 
couple weeks. Eveiy day 
you open your newspaper 
or switch on the television 
news it’s going to be up 
there in the main head¬ 
lines. So why is Copen¬ 
hagen such a big deal? 

It’s a big deal because it 
affects all of us. Climate 
change isn’t just some¬ 
thing that happens to oth¬ 
er people. Those melting 
glaciers and raging forest 


fires may seem a long way 
from where you’re sitting 
reading this on a bus or 
train on the way to work, 
but they’re happening on 
somebody’s doorstep. 
Maybe you’re lucky 
enough not to be directly 
affected — yet. But you 
will be. 

Over the next two 
weeks, Metro will be fea¬ 
turing some of the crea¬ 
tures around the world al¬ 
ready suffering because of 
global warming. Some of 
them may be familiar — 
polar bears struggling on 
the melting Arctic sea ice, 
or delicate coral reefs 
killed off by warmer 
oceans. But there’s one 


species that stands to lose 
more than most if climate 
change isn’t brought un¬ 
der control — humans. 

We’re already seeing the 
terrible consequences of 
runaway global warming. 
Many thousands of climate 
refugees forced to flee 
their low-lying coastal 
homes from India to the 
Pacific islands. Bush fires 
causing millions of dollars 
of damage every year from 
Australia to California. 
Hurricanes of increasing 
severity and frequency bat¬ 
tering cities from New Or¬ 
leans to Taiwan. 

Climate change could 
wreck the global economy. 
It destabilizes food, water 


and energy supplies, and 
makes it more difficult for 
us to pull out of recession. 
That’s a direct threat to 
our jobs, homes and secu¬ 
rity. And all the time the 
cost of doing nothing is go¬ 
ing up — a cost that has to 
be borne by all of us. 

That’s why Copenhagen 
matters to us all. The great 
and the good meeting over 
the next fortnight have the 
power to lead us into a 
clean, sustainable future 
or into ever-more cata¬ 
strophic global warming. 
Big deal? You bet it is!

many of Canada’s athletes 
haven’t booked their tick¬ 
ets to Vancouver and 
Whistler. 

To be considered medal 
contenders, they have to 
make the team. 

All over the world, trials 
by fire are occurring with 
glory hanging in the bal¬ 
ance. Past performance 
means little and there’s al¬ 
ways disaster lurking to de¬ 
rail any Olympic dream. 
Just ask John Kucera, the 
reigning world downhill ski 
champion, who broke his 
leg in a crash at Lake Louise 


and thus ended his hopes of 
a gold medal. 

“It’s what we sign up for,” 
shrugged Francois Bourque, 
Kucera’s teammate who 
had witnessed the fall. 
Bourque missed last season 
due to injury. In 2006 at the 
Torino Games he finished a 
narrow fourth in the giant 
slalom. This time he’s guar¬ 
anteed nothing. 

In curling the finest 
teams in the land are as¬ 
sembling in Edmonton to 
conduct a super tourna¬ 
ment from which only two 
will emerge. The fact that 
Kevin Martin and Jennifer 
Jones have dominated the 
sport for the last four years 
is irrelevant. Becoming the 
Canadian representative in 
Vancouver will be the 
toughest task of all. 

At the World Cup of 
speedskating in Calgary the 
powerhouse nations will 
dash in an Olympic pre¬ 
view. Canada has many 
stars in the mix. But in the 
men’s 500M sprints the 
most successful racer of all- 
time, Jeremy Wotherspoon, 


hasn’t qualified. He’ll be 
hard pressed to make 
amends for his stumble at 
the start line in Salt Lake 
City and it will have to be at 
another distance. 

In Europe Canadian bob¬ 
sleigh athletes like Heather 
Moyse of PEI still don’t 
know if they’ve got a seat in 
the sled — this in spite of 
the fact that Moyse missed 
a podium spot in Torino as 
the bralceman for Helen Up- 
perton by mere hundredths 
of a second. 

Moyse told a community 
fundraiser in Charlotte¬ 
town recently that as an as¬ 
piring team member she 
takes nothing for granted. 
“People call me an 
Olympian,” she explained. 
“I say I’m just like everyone 
else. I’m just somebody’s 
neighbour with a job to do.” 

Indeed, for Moyse and all 
the others the most difficult 
mission may be making the 
Olympic cut in the first 
place.

Tiger's display of imperfection 
shows downside of hero worship

Tiger Woods was different, 
or so he seemed, with his 
unmatchable talent and 
carefully burnished image. 
Unlike some pro athletes, 
he had welcomed being a 
role model. He was, it turns 
out, too good to be true, 
and his fall from grace calls 
into question the very idea 
of sports hero worship. 

“No one has approached 
this level of perfection on 
and off the playing surface, 
maybe ever, without a sin¬ 
gle blot or tarnish,” said 
Dave Czesniuk, director of 
operations for Northeastern 
University’s Center for the 
Study of Sport in Society. 

“The real story here is the 
meeting of expectations 
with reality,” Czesniuk said. 
“The guy’s a human being 
and we forget that.” 

Woods’ apology Wednes¬ 
day for unspecified “trans¬ 
gressions” — coinciding 
with reports of repeated 
marital infidelity — was, on 
one level, only the latest in 
a long sequence of super- 
star downfalls. 

Michael Phelps was pho¬ 
tographed with a marijuana 
pipe. Marion Jones had her 


Olympic medals stripped 
for doping that she long de¬ 
nied. Roger Clemens and 
Alex Rodriguez faced dual 
allegations of steroid use 
and adultery. And so on. 

Woods, however, was 
unique — a globally recog¬ 
nized brand name that 
evoked impeccability and 
historical greatness. His 
sponsors and handlers, his 
admiring chroniclers in the 
media, and especially 
Woods himself contributed 
to the image-making. 


“The public had become 
jaded and indifferent — 
they expected Barry Bonds 
and Marion Jones and Sam¬ 
my Sosa to fall,” said psy¬ 
chologist Stanley Teitel- 
baum, author of Sports He¬ 
roes, Fallen Idols. 

“But no one really expect¬ 
ed that of Tiger Woods,” he 
said. “Now that it happens 
to him, people are not as in¬ 
different — there’s more 
disappointment and more 
disillusionment.”

says. “It is hazy and warm 
and moist and thick with it.

review Brothers should be 
an overly sentimental dra¬ 
ma that gratingly begs for 
Oscar recognition. After all, 
it is a stoiy of forbidden 
love and post-traumatic 
stress disorder, populated 
by a cast of young Holly¬ 
wood stars. The film should 
have a “movie of the week” 
quality with glossy produc¬ 
tion values. 

But surprisingly Brothers 
is a veiy quiet and earnest 
little film that never goes 
the easy route emotionally. 
It might not be a master¬ 
piece, but director Jim 
Sheridan has turned in a 
better movie than Brothers 
had any right to be. 

The film stars Tobey 
Maguire and Jake Gyllen¬ 
haal as (you guessed it!) two 
veiy different brothers. 
Maguire appears as an hon¬ 
oured army captain and 
Gyllenhaal plays his fresh 
out of prison ne’er do well 
brother. 

When Maguire is cap¬ 
tured in Afghanistan, his

family is told he’s dead and 
Gyllenhaal steps in to take 
care of his shattered family, 
befriending his daughters 
and possibly getting a little 
too close to his wife (Natalie 
Portman). 

Maguire eventually re¬ 
turns a changed man after 
his horrific experience and 
his family can hardly recog¬ 
nize him. This path has 
been tread before, but Jim 
Sheridan makes it work by 
perfectly casting his actors 
against type to defy expecta¬ 
tions, while also keeping 
the family drama slow and 
simmering. 

There are few Oscar-clip 
ready emotional outbursts, 
but when they do appear 
the scenes at least feel or¬ 
ganic to the piece. 

Brothers is a remake of 
the Danish drama Brodre 


and Sheridan manages to 
Americanize the stoiy with 
minimal Hollywood gloss. 

Maguire is shockingly 
good as a shell shocked 
POW and Gyllenhaal is sur¬ 
prisingly believable as a 
damaged ex-con. Sheridan 
is clearly playing with their 
movie star images here and 
the experiment works 
quite well. 

The final scenes might 
veer too far into sentimen¬ 
tality, but overall this is an 
awards season drama that 
manages to delicately ex¬ 
plore touchy subject matter 
and tug on the heartstrings 
without falling into the 
trappings of overblown 
melodrama.

Just as every holiday sea¬ 
son brings a flurry of kid- 
friendly fare to the box of¬ 
fice, so too is it often asso¬ 
ciated with heart-tugging 
dramas for the more adult 
patrons. Enter one of this 
year’s entries, Everybody’s 
Fine. 

In this slow-paced Kirk 
Jones (Nanny McPhee) 
dramedy, Robert DeNiro 
plays Frank, a recent re¬ 
tiree whose sedate life is 
punctuated by the fact the 
outgoing message on his 
antiquated answering ma¬ 
chine is still his late wife’s 
voice. 

When his children 
(played by Drew Barry¬ 
more, Sam Rockwell and 
Kate Beckinsale) all skip 
out on a family get-togeth¬ 
er, Frank decides to travel 
cross-country to surprise 
them each in their respec¬ 
tive cities. 

What we get is a sexage¬ 
narian road trip of discov- 
eiy, or lack there of, since 
Frank finds his kids each 


hiding secrets — especially 
the worrying absence of 
their sibling, David. 

From that description, 
Everybody’s Fine (which is 
a remake of a 1990 Italian 
hit) may sound a bit myste¬ 
rious — and perhaps Jones 
intended it to be. 

However, by the time 
David’s reveal occurs, an¬ 
ticipation has dwindled 
and the plot-point seems 
extraneous. 

Besides, the film’s true 
intent is already estab¬ 
lished. By playing down 
blatant sentimentality and 
casting DeNiro (who’s sim¬ 
ply arresting steeped in his 
own misconceptions about 
his grown children and his 
relationship to them), the 
movie satisfyingly ex¬ 
plores the regret and se¬ 
crets that exist in every 
family. 

Mainly though, this film 
will be remembered for 
the restrained perform¬ 
ance of DeNiro who, after 
last year’s bust Righteous 
Kill, looks like he’s dra¬ 
matically returned to 
form. 

That measure notwith¬ 
standing, the low-key 
dramedy of Everybody’s 
Fine will be nothing more 
than just fine to most.

Zac Efron can’t seem to 
shake his High School Mu¬ 
sical pedigree — but he’s 
trying.

Actor works with Hungarian director in Armored

Matt Dillon has worked 
with an array of 
accomplished directors 
that includes everyone 
from Francis Ford Coppola 
to Gus Van Sant to 
Cameron Crowe. But 
there’s one 
filmmaker that I 
bet you’d nev¬ 
er have 
guessed 
might be 
on the ac¬ 
tor’s dream 
list: Nimrod 
Antal. 

Nimrod 
who? 

“He’s a force — 
that’s the first thing that 
comes to mind,” said Dil¬ 
lon recently of the little- 
known Hungarian who 
helmed the 2003 subway- 
themed festival hit Kon- 
troll. “I thought that Kon- 
troll was just an unbeliev¬ 


able, exuberant 
film really. It’s 
just inspired and so 
I was predisposed to 
work with him.” 

Now with Armored hit¬ 
ting theatres today, audi¬ 
ences will get to witness 
the collaboration between 
Dillon and his aspiring di¬ 
rector. While its impossi¬ 
ble to predict the partner¬ 
ship will pay off, the 


thriller does show promise 
as Dillon plays the chief of 
an armoured car crew that 
plans an elaborate caper to 
rob the veiy treasure he’s 
supposed to be guarding. 

“It’s funny because it 
seems like an amped up 
thing — these guys set out 
to pull off this $42 million 
dollar heist and you might 
think, ‘oh, that’s a little 
far-fetched’ but it’s really 


not,” insisted Dillon. 
“While we were in pre-pro¬ 
duction, the director came 
up to me and said, ‘hey, 
check out this (newspaper) 
article’ and it was an arti¬ 
cle in which there had just 
been an inside job ar¬ 
mored car heist... so there 
is a kind of basis in reality.” 

Once Dillon realized one 
of the criminals had even 
been named Dylan (close 
call!), the coincidence only 
assured the cast their film 
was on the right track. 

Another indication they 
were in good territory — 
the casting of Dillon as a 
peace officer. After all, al¬ 
though the 45-year-old ac¬ 
tor is often typecast in that 
role, it certainly paid off 
with an Oscar nomination 
in Paul Haggis’ 2004 drama 
Crash. 

“I’m either playing a cop 
or I’m on the other side of 
the law,” laughed Dillon, 
suggesting that he at least 
gets to play both in Ar¬ 
mored.

Oliver Stone 
targeting 
greed again 


Hollywood filmmaker Oliv¬ 
er Stone is again taking on 
the financial world in a se¬ 
quel to 1987’s successful 
Wall Street, but this time he 
said greed is not only good 
— it’s legal. 

Stone just finished film¬ 
ing Wall Street 2 and 
dropped a few hints while 
talking to a class at Ameri¬ 
can University this week 
that focuses on his work. 

The movie again stars 
Michael Douglas as corpo¬ 
rate raider Gordon Gelclco, a 
character who preached 
“greed is good” and earned 
Douglas an Academy Award 
in 1988. But this time 
Gelclco takes a back seat to 
what Stone said are today’s 
financial power players. 



recent financial 
meltdown. “The 
big players now 
are major banks 
and hedge 
funds . . . the 
money’s too 
big.”

would no longer 
exist in this new 
Wall Street,” 
Stone told The 
Associated Press, 
referring to 
the boom 
before the 


cameo appearance. The 
film also touches on current 
politics, Stone said. 

The movie, due out next 
year, is a complicated but 
familiar story with greed 
and envy as central themes, 
Stone told about 75 stu¬ 
dents in the Oliver Stone’s 
America course, which also 
focuses on how popular his¬ 
torical consciousness is 
shaped. 

“Wall Street can be the 
engine of capitalism” and 
create opportunity, Stone 
said to one student. “But 
they increasingly have not 
done that because there’s 
more money in specula¬ 
tion.” 

Stone, 63, said he made 

the first Wall Street for 
his father, who was a stock 
broker, and as a symbol of 
an era of excess that only 
grew after the 1980s. Mil¬ 
lionaires became billion¬ 
aires in the decades that 
followed and the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment provided a stag¬ 
gering bailout this year af¬ 
ter everything crashed, 
Stone said. 

“I don’t think it’s

healthy,” he said, “and I 
don’t think I’m the only 
one.” 

True to form, Stone also 
hammered other parts of 
society, including the media 
for not challenging the gov¬ 
ernment enough, the de¬ 
fence industry and Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama. Ramp¬ 
ing up the war in 


Afghanistan, Stone said, 
could be the beginning of 
the end for the United 
States. 

“This is a huge turning 
point,” Stone told the class. 
“It’s ironic a so-called liberal 
president would be the one 
to screw the lid on the cof¬ 
fin.”

The eclectic Sophie 
Milman calls jazz and 
Canada her two constants. 

After a whirlwind tour 
around the world, the 
Toronto-via-Israel-via- 
Russia chanteuse is touring 
Canada in support of her 
third album, Take Love 
Easy, a collection of covers 
that include jazz, swing 
and contemporaiy classics 
such as Cole Porter’s Love 
For Sale, Bruce Spring¬ 
steen’s I’m On Fire and Paul 
Simon’s 50 Ways To Leave 
Your Lover. 

Expect to hear the afore¬ 
mentioned songs among 
the many subdued covers 
to which she’ll apply her 
sultry, husky vocals. It’s 
Milman’s modus operandi 
and it has worked well so 
far in the five years since 
she launched her self-titled 
debut. She sang to packed 
houses all over the world, 
including the Kennedy Cen¬ 


ter, the Hollywood Bowl 
and New York’s Blue Note 
Club. She also won a Juno 
Award for 2007’s Make 
Someone Happy after it 
broke into the top 5 on the 
Billboard jazz chart. 

As for scribing her own 
tunes? Forget it for now, 
says Milman. She’s perfectly 
comfortable applying her 
own style to previous works. 


“My husband says I can’t 
rhyme,” she laughs. “And 
that’s pretty important. I 
haven’t really been driven 
to write and I don’t want to 
force things. When artists 
force things, it reflects in 
their work. I like to let 
things play out organically. 
I’m not saying I wouldn’t 
attempt it, but I haven’t 
had the desire to try.” 


Fair enough then, she’ll 
stick to the covers, and one 
of her favourites is the 
much covered Bein’ Green, 
a song originally sung by 
long-suffering Muppet Ker- 
mit the Frog which makes 
an appearance on Make 
Someone Happy. The song, 
she says, is an allegory for 
her life. Milman spent a 
great deal of her childhood 
in Israel as an immigrant 
from the Soviet Union, 
where she developed a pas¬ 
sion and a talent for jazz. 

Growing up as a foreigner 
(Jewish herself, Milman 
notes the Soviet Union 
looked somewhat disparag¬ 
ingly at any citizen who 
wasn’t of pure Russian 
stock), Milman felt alienat¬ 
ed until the family moved 
to Canada, where she used 
her music to build friend¬ 
ships and a career. 

“Story of my life, that 
song,” she says. “But it all 
worked out in the end for 
me, just like it did for Ker- 
mit. I found my Rainbow 
Connection.”

f ith just 28 
days to go

century, we still haven’t 
figured out what to call the 
last ten years. The Zeros?

Whatever the case, ’tis a 
time of reflection and won¬ 
der. On Dec. 4, 1999, there 
was no such thing as Red 
Bull, PVRs and the Toyota 
Prius. We could still visit 
the observation deck at the 
World Trade Center and 
shop at Pets.com. The 
changes in music since 
then have been seismic. 

Napster (Introduced June 
1, 1999): Offered to 30 ac¬ 
quaintances by 19 year-old 
Shawn Fanning, it gave 
free file-sharing to people 
who wanted more music 
than they could afford to 
buy. Despite their aggres¬ 
sive litigiousness, the 
recording industry has 
been irrevocably changed. 

iTunes (Januaiy 9, 2001): 
While the record labels 
were arguing over what to 
do about digital down¬ 


loads, Steve Jobs stepped 
in with an elegant a la 
carte 99-cent-per-traclc so¬ 
lution. iTunes is now the 
biggest single retailer of 
music in the world. 

Wikipedia (January 15, 
2001): Once upon a time 
we had to rely on quickly 
outdated magazines and 
books for information on 
our favourite music. Then 
Geocities-hosted fan sites 
became repositories of 
valuable information. 

The iPod (October 23, 
2001): Unveiled in the post 
9/11 fog, the original Mac- 
only iPod was exponential¬ 
ly better than any of the 
MP3 players that had come 
before it. And because they 
had already accepted 
iTunes, the record labels 
didn’t go to war with Ap¬ 
ple over it. 

YouTube (February 2005): 

MuchMusic and MTV used 
to be the primaiy sources 
for music videos. Today, 
they barely bother. Mean¬ 
while, search for just about 
any song or any video on 
YouTube and you’ll almost 
certainly find it instantly. 
Google, YouTube’s parent 
boasts they get a billion 
views a day.

The new Alice In Wonder¬ 
land isn’t some blond girl 
getting bounced from ad¬ 
venture to adventure.

industry Telefilm Canada 
says homegrown TV 
producers and filmmakers 
landed about $85 million 
in foreign sales last year. 

The federal agency says 
that’s up roughly 21 per 
cent from the previous 
year, but notes the majori¬ 
ty of sales were based on 
negotiations that had not 
yet closed at the time of its 
survey.

Millions fleeing 
climate change 

Migration catastrophe nears in Niger

El Hadj Ali Mago has his 
own definition of 
happiness: To see his fami¬ 
ly, his tribe and his cattle 
thrive and not having to 
move from place-to-place 
find enough grassland for 
the cattle. 

This year his chances of 
happiness are slim. Here, 
at the edge of the Sahara 
desert in Niger, the rainy 
season stopped some 
weeks ago. There should 
be new, tall and green 
grass, the cattle — the 
foundation of both wealth 
and health here — should 
be in peak condition. 

But the grass is almost 
non-existent, only little 
patches of short, yellow 
straws are scattered in the 
sand. And the ribs on the 
cattle are seen clearly. 

“We may have to move, 
at least some of us. And I 
will have to sell some of 
the cattle, so we have 
chance of buying millet for 
people and food for the re¬ 
maining cows,” Ali Mago 
explains. 

Large parts of the Sahel 
Region, the semi-diy area 
just below Sahara, are 
threatened this year, ac-

cording to the UN. Drought 
and famine are familiar 
crisis to Ali Mago and the 
other inhabitants of Niger. 
They are used to adapting 
to the climate. But in last 
few years it has changed. 

“We would have a seri¬ 
ous drought in this region 
every five or ten years. 
Now, the frequency is in¬ 
creasing, and there are on¬ 
ly three years between the 
droughts in some areas. It 
doesn’t give the popula¬ 
tion time to recover, to 
adapt,” explains climate 
consultant Awaiss Yahaya 
from Care Niger. 

But eveiywhere in the 
region empty remains of 
windblown villages speak 
of people who didn’t come 
back. Sometimes there is 
nothing to come back to.

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Polanski moved to undisclosed area 



Film director Roman Polanski has been moved to an undisclosed 
location by authorities, the Swiss ministry of justice said. 


Mix of Six 


Authorities acted to 
protect Roman Polanski 
from public attention 
Thursday by moving him 
from a Zurich area jail to 
an undisclosed location 
before his transfer to 
house arrest in the Swiss 
Alps. 

Polanski was taken from 
the jail in Winterthur for 
“security reasons and per¬ 
sonal protection,” Justice 
Ministry spokesman Folco 
Galli said. 

Galli declined to say 
where the 76-year-old direc¬ 
tor was being held. But he 
told The Associated Press 
that Polanski was still ex¬ 
pected to be taken to his 
chalet in the luxury resort 
of Gstaad on Friday after¬ 
noon. 

“This doesn’t change any¬ 
thing in principle,” Galli 
said. “He will still be trans¬ 
ferred tomorrow.” 

Polanski won’t be al¬ 
lowed to leave his house 


while Switzerland decides 
whether to extradite him to 
the U.S. for having sex in 
1977 with a 13-year-old girl. 
He will have to wear an 
electronic monitoring 
bracelet. 

The director of such film 
classics as Rosemary’s Baby, 
Chinatown and The Pianist 
has been in Swiss custody 
since being arrested Sept. 
26 on a U.S. warrant as he 
arrived in Zurich to receive 
a lifetime achievement 
award at a film festival. Au¬ 
thorities in Los Angeles 
want him returned to be 
sentenced after 31 years as a 
fugitive. 

Polanski was initially ac¬ 
cused of raping the girl af¬ 
ter plying her with cham¬ 
pagne and a Quaalude pill 
during a modeling shoot in 
1977. He was indicted on six 
felony counts, including 
rape by use of drugs, child 
molestation and sodomy, 
but he pleaded guilty to the 


lesser charge of unlawful 
sexual intercourse. In ex¬ 
change, the judge agreed to 
drop the remaining charges 
and sent him to prison for a 
90-day psychiatric evalua¬ 
tion. 

The evaluator released 
Polanski after 42 days, but 


the judge said he was going 
to send him back to serve 
out the 90 days. The film¬ 
maker fled the U.S. on Feb. 
1, 1978, the day he was to 
be formally sentenced. He 
has lived since then in 
France.

Italian Cheese 
Polenta with 
Quick Ratatouille 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 

1 red onion, thin wedges 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 
1 red pepper, sliced 

1 zucchini, small chunks 
1 eggplant, small chunks 
1 chili pepper, seeded and 
sliced 

4 cups (11) boiling water 
7 oz (200 g) polenta 

5 oz (150 g) dolcelatte 
cheese, cubed 

14 oz (398 ml) can 
chopped tomatoes with 
basil 

1/2 oz (15 g) fresh basil, 
torn 


2. Meanwhile, put boiling 
water in large nonstick 
pot, bring to boil and add 
1 tsp (5 ml) salt. Stir polen¬ 
ta into water with wooden 
spoon. 

3. Lower heat and stir 
briskly until polenta 
begins to thicken and bub¬ 
ble slowly. Half-cover pot 
and cook 5 minutes, stir¬ 
ring often. Remove from 
heat and mix in cheese. 
Season with ground black 
pepper, then cover and set 
aside. 

4. Stir tomatoes into rata¬ 
touille and cook until veg¬ 
etables are tender. Add 
basil. Spoon polenta onto 
plates and put ratatouille 
on top, with garnish if us¬ 
ing.

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large pot 
over medium heat and add 
onion, garlic, pepper, zuc¬ 
chini, eggplant and chili 
pepper. Cover; cook, stir¬ 
ring occasionally, until 
vegetables begin to soften.
